Here is a ftrong Inclination in all well-diſpoſed 
Souls, to entertain reſpectful Thoughts of thoſe 
who have been inſtrumental to their Welfare 
to give them their due Praiſes whilſt they live, 
and to do Juſtice to their Memories after Death: And as 
this Principle, rightly managed, is laudable in ir ſelf; ſo, 
may it be attended likewiſe with very beneficial Conſe- 
quences, when Religious Conſiderations are the Foundati- 
on of it; i. e. when the Regard which is paid to Men, 
either living or dead, owes its Original to ſome valuable 
Qualities in the Party reſpected, or to his diligent Execu- 
tion of ſome important Offices, which have highly redoun- 
ded to the Good and Benefir of Mankind, and to the Ad- 
vancement of their higheſt, i. e. their ſpiritual and eternal 
Intereſt. The Effect, I ſay, of ſuch an honourary Regard 
to the ufeful Accompliſnments of holy Men, may be upon 
many Accounts ſignally advantageous. — 5 

It is upon a particular Occaſion, that I choſe now to en- 
terrain you with a Diſcourte of this Nature; vix. The 
much lamented Dearh of a venerable Father of the Church, 
our moſt Reverend Metropolitan, ſome of whole moſt ex- 
cellent Qualifications, it may not be improper to remind 
you of, tho' they were well-known ro moſt of you, after 
I have briefly ſpoken to the general Doctrine contained 
in the Text. 0 

In the former part of the Verſe, the Apoſtle exhorrs the 
Hebrews, and with them all other Chriſtians, ro remem- 
ber them who have the Rule over them, who have ſpoken 
to them the Word of God, the Paſtors, and Teachers, and 
B - Governours 
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Governours of the Church, who have ſincerely made it 
their Buſineſs, according to the Engagements of their ſa- 
cred Function, to conduct, and guide, to inſtruct, and 
ſet Men forward in the way to a bleſſed Immortality; to 
be ſo far mindtul of them, as to value their Labours in 
the Miniſtry, and eſteem them for their Works ſake, is a 
very reaſonable and natural way of expreſſing a Reverence 
for the great Redeemer of their Souls, by whoſe Commil- 
ſĩoa and Authority they have acted in the Adminiſtration 
of holy Things. k 

As to the perſonal Abilities of many in this Employment, 
they may be oftentimes equalled, or exceeded, by other 
Orders of Men ; and therefore it may be very juſt, in the 
Value we ſec upon them, to diſtinguiſh between the Qua- 
lities and Character; the former may be ſometimes, groſly 
defective, the latter will always carry ſome weight with 
People who ſeriouſiy reflect on the Importance of it, and 
upon the Bleſſings thereby derived down on all the Mem- 
bers of the Chriftian Church, who by Communion in the 
inſtituted Ordinances of that Society, are intitled to all the 
Privileges which the Lord Jeſus, the Founder of it, hath 

miſled ro thoſe who worſhip him in Spirit and in

But, I ſhall wave the farther Proſecution of this Argu- 
ment, and paſs on to what is more particulacly enjoined 
in my Text, viz. the Imitation of chat Faith, and Perſe- 
verance in Holineſs, which by the Doctrine and Practice 
of many Preachers of the Goſpel, under all the ſeveral Pe- 
riods of Chriſtianity. hath been recommended to us. 

St. Paul's Exhortation to Titys, Biſhop of Crete, cap. 2.7.

Cap. 5 3. that the Elders ſhould ſhew themſelves Exſam- 
ples to the Flock: And the Obligation undoubredly extends 
it ſelf to all the Diſpenſers of the Word, even to the 
World's End.

Whether, by the End, we underſtand the Drift and 
Intention, or the certain Event and Concluſion of Good 
Mens Converſation, it comes much to the ſame thing; 
their Deſign in Believing and Obeying the Goſpel, is, that 
they may ſave their Souls, and become erernally Happy. 
And that this will be the Reſult of their Fidelity and 
Submiſſion to the Laws of Chriſt Jeſus, is as certain as his 
own Word and Promiſe can make it: And if our Hearts 
be poſſeſſed with an effectual Conviction of theſe Truths, 
we cannot bur endeavour to follow their Faith, if we con- 

fider the glorious and bleſfed End of their Converfarion. 
The Heads therefore which I ſhall infiſt upon in my 
following Diſcourſe, are theſe : 


I. I fhall ſhew, Thar the Ends of a Religions and 
Chriſtian Converſation, are, above all other Views what- 
ſoever, the moſt worthy and neceſſary to be purſued: 


II. I ſhall prefs it upon you, as a Matter of very benefi- 
cial Concernmenr, frequently and attentively to reflect 
upon the exemplary Zeal of thoſe fairhfu] Souls, whether 
of the Laity or Clergy, who are in the preſent, or have 
been in paſt Generations, remarkable for the Proſecu- 
tion of theſe Ends. 


III. I ſhall preſs you, ſo to confider the End of their 
Converſation, as to follow their Faith; that you may ar 
laſt become Partakers with them in the unſpeakable Joy 
and Beatitudes of a Future State.

7 There are many Affairs of ſecular Concernment, which 
by the Exigencies of our Nature, and the Appointments of 
Providence, we are bound to take care of, and to exerciſe 
our {elves about, whilſt we continue in the Body; bur, 
they are none of them, nay they are not all of them put 
together of equal Moment with the Duties and Tranſac- 
tions of our Spiritual Vocation, upon the due Perfor- 
mance whereof, our Well. being to = Ererniry depends. -

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It is prudential, it is commendable, it is what God al- 
lows, nay, it is what he requires, to be moderately 
thoughtful about the Comforts and Accommodations of 
this preſent Life; but, to make them the only, to make 
them the principal Deſign of Living, is Madneſs and Fol- 
ly in the higheſt degree: To provide for Heaven, and 
the Felicities of it, is that one thing needful, with which 
no other Aims or Projects ought to ſtand in competition, 
and for the Loſs whereof, the whole World would be a 
fooliſh and inſignificant Exchange; and therefore at this 
Mark we ought primarily to have an Eye, whatſoever our 
Station or Circumſtances be here below. All that Men 
can compaſs by the moſt buſy, buſtling Occupations of 
this tranſitory State, is, ro ſwim in Plenty, to be enobled 
with Honour, and inveſted with Power; to be careſſed, 
and courred, and pompouſly attended; and, to engroſs 
all the Delights that this Earth is capable of affording 2 
And (ſuppoſing they do accompliſh the utmoſt of their 
Wiſhes (not ro inſiſt upon the Uneaſineſſes and Anxieties 
which will in ſome meaſure attend the moſt elevated 
Forrunes ) How ſoon will all theſe admired Enjoyments 
vaniſh, and come to nothing? Bur vaſtly more noble-and 
permanent are the Ends we drive at by ſerving God, and 
vigorouſly engaging in a Courſe of Religion; even the 
Eftabliſhmenr of our ſelves, through the abundant Mercy 
of God, in an Habiration of perfect and unalrerable 
Bleſſedneſs, where we ſhall be liable ro no Diſaſters, an- 
noyed with no Grievances, expoſed to no Dangers, ſub- 
ject to no Fears; where we ſhall attain an immoveable 
Poſſeſſion of that Bliſs for which we were originally de- 
ſign'd, be inveſted with the ſublimeſt Honours, become 
Heirs of an incorruptible Inheritance, be admitted to the 
moſt raviſhing Society of God, of our Redeemer, of An- 
gels and Archangels, and the Spirits of juſt Men made 
perfect, and have all the Deſires of our Souls ſatiated 
with the utmoſt Good that can proceed from the Fountain 
of all Joy and Conſolation. And if this ſnall be the Por- 
tion of the Saints, when their earthly Houſe of this Taber-

No Man can be ſo ſtupid, as not to wiſh for all the 
Happineſs his Nature is capable of; and if he hath 
any Norion of future and eternal Rewards, he cannot 
but defire to be a Sharet in them. What then can be the 
meaning of that Remiſſneſs obſervable in many profels'd 
Chriſtians about the Affairs of another Life, notw¾ithſtan- 
ding their pterended Belief of -a Glorious and Everlaſting 
Recompence reſerved for the Faithful > 5 

In ſome, no doubr, this Miſmanagement is owing to 
the ſtrong Impreſſions which are made upon their Minds 
by preſent ſenſible Objects, whereby their Affections are 
ſo captivated, that they are loath ro baulk themſelves of 
any immediate Gratifications for the Security of remoter, 
though much greater and more durable Pleaſures ; but in 
others this Misfortune may be owing to the imaginary 
Impracticableneſs of thoſe Duties, which are required as 
the Condition of their Salvation; and, though it would 
be an effectual Means for removing this Impediment, to 
conſider the Aſſiſtances God hath promiſed to all who en- 


deavour to pleaſe him, whereby they may certainly be 


enabled to execute their good Intentions, yer ir muſt alſo 
be acknowledged a very proper Expedient for encouraging 
Men in the ways of Righteouſneſs and Devotion, atten- 
rively to reflect upon thoſe Patterns of Holineſs and Sted- 
faſtneſs in Religion, which under all the Periods of Chri- 
ſtianity have vanquiſhed the Allurements and Terrors of 
the World, and ſtuck claſe to the Faith and Obedience 
of the Goſpel ; for from hence it will be obvious to infer, 
that there is no ground to plead any invincible Hardſhip 
in the way of God's Commandments ; and that by the 
ſame Spirit whereby others have been ſuccoured and ſup. 
ported in their religious Conflicts, we may every one of

us alſo be enabled to fight a good Fight, to finiſtr our 
Courle, and to keep the Faith, and to become Conque- 
rors over Sin, the Devil, and the World; through him 
who loved us, and gave himſelf for us. r 
The greateſt Champions that ever ſignalized themſelves 
in the Cauſe of God, even the Primitive Martyrs and 
Confeſſors, were Men of like Paſſions and Infirmities with 
us; and yet, how reſolutely did they live? How brave- 
ly did they die for the diſcharge of a good Conſcience, 
and the Teſtimony of-Jeſus Chriſt ? And tho' every Ge- 
neration under the Chriſtian State have not afforded ſuch 
Muftrious and Heroick Witneſſes to the Truth and Impor- 
tance of our Saviour's Doctrine, by reaſon of the Proſpe- 
rity which hath attended his Church in many Quarters of 
the Earth ſince its firſt Plantation; yet there have not been 
wanting in any Age of it. neither are there wanting at 
this Day many pure and ſanctified Souls amongſt all Or- 
ders of Men, who keep themſelves free from all the groſs 
Corruptions and Vices that abound in the World, who 
endeayour to perfect Holineſs in the fear of God, who 
prefer his Favour, and the diſcharge of a good Conſcience, 
before all the deceitful Allurements of Ungodlineſs and 
Debauchery ; who are Enemies to all Error and Super- 
ſtition, to all Sedition and Hypocryſie, and ro whatſo- 
ever Opinions or Practices are contrary to the Revelation, 
and to the ſaving Knowledge of Jeſus Chriſt. Now, to 
remember, to obſerve, and make frequent Remarks upon 
the Converſation of ſuch Men, and the ends they are pro- 
ſecuting by theſe Methods of living, is certainly a moſt 
excellent Expedient for exciting in our ſelves an Inclina- 
tian to thoſe Vertues, for which they have been eminent. 
Bur, | 
3. The grand Uſe we ought to make of theſe Reflecti- 
ons is, ſo to conſider the end of their Converſation, as to 
follow their Faith, that we may become at laſt Joynt- 
Partakers with them in the Joys and Beatitudes of an 
Everlaſting State. To commend thoſe who have done 
well, to celebrate their Praiſes, to make mention of their 
Names ard their good Deeds with Expreſſions of Honour, 
1s what can hardly be avoided ; for even the worſt of Men 
have {ome ſecret Veneration for Piery and Goednels ;. bur 
fruitleſs 
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fruitleſs are theſe Encomiums, when they do not ſpur 
Men on to a Relemblance ; a bare Approbation of the 
brighteſt Perfections, without ſtriving to imitate them, 
being no more than an empty Formality, and an unproſi- 
table Compliment. Would we therefore purchaſe to our 
ſelves any ſubſtantial Benefit by commemorating the pious 
Accompliſhments of Perſons deparred this Life, or behold- 
ing the virruous Qualities of the Living; Let us ſo con- 
ſider the end of their Converſation, as to follow rheic 
Faith, and exemplifie the Graces that abounded in them 
in our own Deportment and Behaviour. 

The unſpotted Purity of the Divine Nature, and the 
unblemiſh'd Innocence, even our Saviour's Incarnate State, 
are Properties impoſſible to be match d, as to the degrees 
of them, by any mortal Creature, and yet it is preſcribd 
us as a Duty, humbly to attempt a Similirude thereunto ; 
and to the ſame Ules hath God commanded us to con- 
vert the Contemplation of all thoſe Spiritual Excellencies 
which at any time ſhine forth in the Lives of his Servants, 
expreſſing an holy Emulation to become as like them as 
we can. To be equal Proficients in Piety with thoſe from 
whom we are not diſtinguiſhed by an inequality of Ta- 
lents, is doubtleſs very practicable ;; and though we may 
not be able to riſe to the ſame height with Perſons who 
have had greater Power and Opportunities of advancing 
God's Glory, and more publickly ſhining as Lights in the 
World; yet we may, and ought to extract from their Ex- 
ample as much as we can for the furtherance of our 
Growth and Edification in all Chriſtian Graces ; looking 
upon all eminent Servants of God as ſo many Luminaries 
{er up by his gracious Providence to conduct and guide 
us as well by their, Examples as Advice in the way to 
Heaven. . | 

And if it be thus, I hope it will not be thought impro- 
per, but very ſealonable at this Juncture, to entertain you 
with lome ſhort Reflections on the very valuable Qualities 
of our late moſt Reverend Dioceſan ; a Perſon, whole 
Example is moſt worthy to be imitated in many inſtances 
of Piety and Vertue, for which he continued many Years 
reſpected and beloved amongſt us. |

\ ar a Time when that Party had got the Reins into their 
own Hands, and for which, as far as they durſt adventure 
in that Infancy of their Power, they expreſſed their Rage 
and Bitterneſs againſt him. 3 187% et 
They knew him to be throughly verſed in the Points 
controverted between us, to have a maſterly Talem of

As our Superiour, upon all proper Occaſions, he laid 
before us, without any unbecoming Reſerve, the Obli- 
gations of our ſacred Function; which he might do with 
the greater Authority and Earneſtneſs, becauſe he was 
himlelf what he admoniſhed us to be. | | 

As our Fellow-labourer in the Work of the Miniſtry, 
he behaved himſelf with as much Meekneſs, Humanity, 
and Good-nature, as if he had been our Equal; never 
looked ſupercilious or dildainful upon the meaneſt of our 
Order, but kindly admitted them to diſcloſe their Grie- 
vances, and ſollicit his Aſſiſtance, when he was capable 
of doing them any Juſtice, or procuring them any reaſo- 
nable Favour which their Circumſtances required. 

Neither did he confine his Benevolence to thoſe of his 
own Profeſſion; but to all forts of People, who reſorted 
to him, either upon Buſineſs, or as reſpectful Viſitants, he 
was eaſy of Acceſs, affable, and courteous, never aſſu- 
ming, or morole, but ever pleaſed, and chearful, allowin 
and encouraging all innocent Communications in Diſ- 
_— which might” render Converſation agreeable and 
uſeful. 

Should any one undervalue theſe Qualities, as things 
of trivial moment, I muſt own my ſelf of a contrary Opi- 
nion ; for, I think ir ſufficiently manifeſt, from a Refle- 
tion on the Nature of Mankind, and from common Ex- 
perience, thar no Man can be ſo uſeful a Member of So-

his Office, if he be fitted, by other ſuirable Qualificari- 
ons, for the Paſtoral Charge, as the deceaſed Frelate I am 
ſpeaking of confeſſedly was in a more than ordinary mear, 
ſare. For if we conſider. him in the Capacity of 2 
Preacher, few will be. found to have come up to his, 
pitch, ſcarce any to have exceeded him in that Talent, 
which be frequently exerciſed in this City, and in other 
populous Aſſemblies of his Dioceſe, to the great Content, 
= and much greater Improvement of thoſe who heard him: 
| And indeed he could not well fail of doing much Good 
whenſoe ver he appeared in the Pulpit, conſidering hw 
excellently be acquitted himſelf therg. He judiciouſſy 
choſe the uſefulleſt, i. e, the moſt, practical Subjects, and 
in the Management of them, had 4 ſtrict Regard to the 
true and general Ends of Preaching z. not to amule the

Nay, that he could handle the niceſt of all Subjects, 
even the Meaſures of Obedience to the Higher Powers, 
with a due Freedom, and yet with ſuch Caution as to

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give no Offence even to the moſt Caprious, he gave the 
moſt unexceptionable Proof in, a Performance before the 
Houſe of Peers, which was afterwards appealed to in 
the Fate of the Narion, 18 a very extraordinary Oc. 
caſion, as the Standard of Subjection, by Perſons in other 
Points unfortunately enough divided in their Opinions, 
He always paid, as all good Chriſtians ought, a due 
Reſpect and Obedience to Legal Authority, and yet ne- 
ver crutted the Favour of Men in Power, at the Expence 
of his Integrity £ He had a Soul roo great to be influenced 
iti Tranſactions relating to the Publick, by any other Con- 
fi{erations than thofe of Honour and Conſcience; and 
though he did not, upon ſeveral Occaſions, concur in his 
Judgment, not come into the ſame Meaſutes with ſome 
vther eminent Perſons both in Church and State; yet, he 
was never diſunited from them in Affection by a Contra- 
tiery of Sentiments, nor took the Libetty to ſpeak Evil of 
them for not thinking as he did. in all Points: And if he 
did not meet with the ſame Treatment himſelf from 
ſome who had nothing elſe to object —_ him, it was 
the greater Recommendation of his Candour and Cha- 
rity to harbour favourable Thoughts of "thoſe who did 
not make him a ſuitable Return. a | dn u x

And, as the Behaviour of all Holy Perſons is uniform 
in every Branch of their Chriſtian Duty, ſo was his, who 
in his private and domeſtick Capacity was to thoſe about 
him a Pattern of Regularity and Devotion ; a reverend 
Worſhipper of the Eternal Majeſty in his own Chappel 
at the ſtared Hours of Prayer ; and one who expreſſed 
ſuch ſavoury Reliſhes in Publick of a devour Intercourſe 
with Heaven, we may well conclude in his Retirements 
to have been an earneſt Suitor at the Throne of Grace, 
and to have offered up daily fervent Prayers, not only for 
bimſelf and Family, bur for the whole Church of God, 
and for our ſelves in particular, who were placed by Di- 
vine Providence under his more immediate Care and In-.

And if the Prayer of a Righteous Man availeth much, 
as to his own perſonal Happineſs, and that of the Com- 
munity.; it is probable, it is reaſonable ro preſume, that 
we may from his have received no inconſiderable ſhare of 
Advantage.

Words, and N to the Rule of the Apoſtle, to have 
ſnown Mercy with Cheerfulneſs. 1 ns 
Thus have I given you a true, though very imperfect 
Account, of a great and good Man, whom Proyidence 
hath thought fir ro take from us ; and, yer, even theſe 
lender Hints cannot fail of being uſeful in ſome meaſure 
to thoſe, who by Imitation, will endeavour the Improve- 
ment of them to their own ſpiritual Advantage. 
And ſince we muſt all ſooner or later follow him in the 
ſame Track of Mortality, which is marked out for all 
Mankind, of what Rank or Quality ſoever, let us ſo con- 
fider the end of his Converſation, as to follow his Faith 
and Piety, that we may arrive at that bleſſed and happy 
State, in which we have reaſon to believe him now tri- 
Tpbe beſt thing. we can farther defire for the Benefit of 
our ſelyes, and the Church of God, is, that the Loſs we 
have ſuftained by his much lamented Death, may be re- 
paired by a Succeſſor of like Virtue and Abilities ; a Rleſ- 
ling we have much reaſon to promiſe our ſelves from Her 
Majeſty's known Goodneſs, from that affectionate Care 
of her People, by which She hath fignalized Herſelf in the 
whole Courſe of her Reign, and from that render Concern 
which She hath always expreſſed for. the Intereſts of Re-
